Why, .a trade carried on 
under these reguintions has existed across 
that very frontior since the dawn of histo! 
and when Franco planted ‘herself at Hanoi, 
wore than ten yoars ago, her goods could 
have crossed thix frontier under procisely 
the same conditions that they do 
France could thon, as now, trade acrom tho 
Chinogo frontier, ‘under Chineso rpula- 
tions.’ Tho latior part of the articlo gives 
Franee the advantage of haying two Von- 
sols at points .on tha frontior—ono byond 
Ino-Kai, the other beyond Langson—whilo 
China can ouly appoint Consuls in Tonkin 
with the consent of the French.

Liko many passages in more 
qlabrated documents this is perfeelly in- 
comprehensible until its history is known, 
Tramounts to this: China inay bay miloay 
plant wherever she like Franco includ- 
ed This goes without saying. A pur- 
chuger with money in his pockets is woleome 
everywhere, Fronch included, why put 
it, thon, ina solomn'troaty 7 “Hereis the 
story of the inystery.. When M. Patendtre 
commenced thesy negotiations ho made 
sundry. referenvos to tho construction of 
nilways in South Onina, to obtaining 
assistance from France, to spending tho 
uhatidoned indemnity on this useful work; 
but Li Hung Chang put all these nside, 
nifuaing to allow Chinese hands to bo tied 
in buy respect in regard to railways, or to 
permit the woyl to be mentioned in the 
troaty. ‘hey tere met, he said, to make
